It is true that there} 
have been “loud professions for world peace” in Am- 
erica and many of these come from impractical intel- | 
ligentsia, and have not been accompanied by any 
constructive work, but have only served to arouse sus- 
picion against America abroad, by accusations of! 
“american “imperialism.” But ihe government itself | 
has been busy as the Kellogg treaty and other efforts | 
amply show. What othcr nation has. done as well? 
We are building a defensive naval force in spite aa
